Mr. Stronach'a Motion. 



Wo cannot porceivo in what way tho Cor- 
poration ii to derivo any substantial benefit 
by making application to the Colonial Soc- 
retary for an opinion of tho Crown Counsel 
on the Incorporator) Act, as they resolved to 
do on Mr. Stronach'a motion at their sitting 
on Monday eveniug. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected from the antecedents of the Attorney 
General lhat he will give an opinion un- 
favorable to tho sufficiency of (he Act. 
Aftor taking two years to bring it to perfec- 
tion, nursing it, and cherishing it, and 
shielding it with all a parent's fondness ftom 
the rude attacks ol those who in and out of 
the Houso sought to point out its defucls, 
could he see night but beauty there ? 
DoubtlesQ he wonders not a liitlo, that other 
people do not take the same view of the 
matter that he does. One would imagine 
that that fact alone would be sufficient to 
make him a little diffident of the soundness 
of hit views ; but any one who has seen 
him attempt to snub with " all bosh'" those 
who have beeu opposed to him can form a 
pretty fair idea of the extent to which his 
opinion of his own self-sulfioiency will carry 
him. And then to think of asking him to 
examine if his own work is not defective, is 
really going too far. How could the Council 
expect that Mr. Cary would give nny answer 
to their questions that would 6how lhat ho 
was utterly unfit for the icsponsible position 
he now occupies as the legal adviser of the 
Crown in this Colony. Long ago, in 18130, 
he stated in the House of Assembly that he 
wished to give the new Corporation all tho 
liberty imaginable,and now to ask him togive 
any opinion lhat would show they had not half 
what the Act was intended lo give, would 
place him ia an unpleasant predicament. 
Either he has not kepi his word thus pub- 
licly given, or he did not know how lo carry 
it out, and undertook more than he was 
capable of performing. No matter which 
way you take the matter it duos not look 
very creditable to Ihc Attorney General. 
So we may make up our minds that Mr. 
Cary will take a precisely opposite view of 
the powers of the Corporation under the Act 
lo that entertained by Messrs. llmg and 
McCreight. Nay, it is even rumored dial ho 
has already privately expressed himself to 
that effect. But let us suppose lhat he does 
differ with his legal brethren as to tho con- 
struction of the Charier— that where thoy 
say the Mayor and Council have no power 
undor it lo assess a Trudes License- or a Li- 
quor License in the city of Victoria, Mr. 
Cary says they have ample power — lhat 
where Messrs. Ring and McCreight say it is 
questionable whether or not iho Mayor and 
Council have power to borrow money, " the 
favorite pupil of Sir Hugh Cairns" swears 
that tney tiave all mat is required lam down 
in the Act as plain as ihc nose on his face. 
Let us suppose Mr. Cary winds up in his 
exceedingly gentlemanly manner by del ib~ 
alely expressing it as his opinion lhat the 
learned gentlemen consulted by the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means were a pair of 
blockheads in their profession, but lhat he 
would be most happy to give them tho bene- 
fit of his superior knowledge and transcend- 
ent ability. Let us suppose all this to hap- 
pen, how aro we to know who is right 11 When 
lawyers differ we have the judge to appeal 
to for a decision ; hut that can only bo given 
through some proceeding pending before 
him. We fancy the City Council have no 
desire or intention lo have their Charter de- 
cided point by point by means of expensive 
law suits. One opinion we may for a cer- 
tainty arrive at wiihout a moment's hesita- 
tion, and that is that whatever power may 
really be given the Mayor and Council un- 
der the Act of Incorporation, it is a very 
clumsy piece of workmanship. Tho very- 
fact of there being so great u diversity of 
opinion on points that ought lo be expressed 
so as not to leave room for a shadow of doubt 
proves this to a demonstration. What would 
we think, for instance, of a lawyer who had 
drawn a contract between a couple of men 
in such a manner that neither of them 
could agrea as to the meaning of any single 
clause in it. Would he not be set down 
by any man as a botch ? Our Act of Incor- 
poration is botched and bungled. Our Mayor 
was in the Houso when it was botched. It 
was handled by two lawyers who ought to 
have been the guiding stars on such matters ; 
though Mr. King denies that ho was a party 
to any of ihe defective clauses. After being 
tinkered in tho House ol Assembly it was 
sent to the Logislalive Council. The doors 
closed — no ray of the collected wisdom ol 
that mysterious assemblage suffered to escape 
before its time into the outer world — tho 
sages sat around their council board and 
viewed Mr. Cary's protege in rnnte admira- 
tion. What though they boasled of having 
among their number a barrister-at-law and a 
chiof justice in Mr. Alston and Mr. Cameron, 
the cloudy atmosphere of lhat upper region 
so befogged their intellect as to prevent their 
seeing anything wrong in Ihe bill before 
them ; and bo, after making sumo trifling 
alteration for form sako, Ihoy allowed it to 
go from their sanctum us bad m it came in ! 
What an enlightened collection of law- 
makers we have in this colony ! Working 
from April, 1800, to August, 1802, they have 
given us Mr. Cary's Act of Incorporation I 
At a time when tho most extensive powers 
are required by the Corporation to moot the 
necessities of a dull season and n super- 
abundant supply of destitute men, they llnd 
thomselves beset by doubt whether they 
have any powers at all or not ! At first they 
thought there would be no difficulty in ob- 
taining all the funds they required for tho 
occasion. Now it is doubtful whether they 
will be ablo to get enough to pay hull rent. 
Men are not willing to lend their money up- 
on dubious security. And so long as the 
•.bility of tho Corporation is subject to ques- 
tion, so long will Ihe city charter be a dead 
letter so far as any good results from 
it is concerned. Tho duty of the Cor- 
poration is therefore quite plain. They 
must apply to have tho act amended 
wherever it speaks in an uncertain tone. 
Iho Legislature is bound to renicdv any de- 
fects complained of without delay." People 
cannot aQord to wait for the usual slow pro- 
gress oi legislative enactments in this instance. 
It has been asserted in town that the Attorney 
General bad resolved to oppobo any alteration 
iu tho Act if re-Introduced into the Houso of 



Assembly. We can scarcely believe it, but if 
it is bo we warn that gentleman he id play- 
ing a dangerous game, as he will find to his 
cost. The people of this Colony have borne 
too long with his pranks to stand any more 
nonsense. 



jjfiy-At St. Croix, lo which the Danish 
government has offered to remove a number 
of the black freed men of* the United States, 
is a small West India Island, 24 miles long 
and nino broad, and contains 4000 white in- 
habitants. It is highly cultivated, but its 
cultivation may be greatly extended. It is 
in great want of mechanics, especially those 
capable of constructing vessels, ships, ducks 
and railways. Its products consist of sugar, 
cotton, cnflee, ginger, pimento, cocoa, drug*, 
tobacco, fruits, etc. The sugar production 
mostly re-appears abroad in tho shape ol

The Exhibition. 
Early yesterday morning the sky looked 
■ombre enough, timl (he weniher-w ise pro- 
dieted a disagreeable day for the AgriouUu- 
ral and Horticultural Exhibition, and had 
said prediction came true, the elled would 
have been u dumper in more ways than one 
upon the Society that has labored so lung 
and so earnestly to ndvunce the industrial 
resources of this growing Colony. As good 
luck had it, however, the quidnunc) were 
disappointed in their calculations, and after 
a few drizzles from the southeast, succeeded 
by a slight Scotch mist, the sun came out at 
noun in all his resplendent glory and lunched 
heartily on the moisture that had fallen ill 
the morning— drying up the grounds and 
the sidewalks and rendering n visit to the 
Exhibition quite agreeable. The conse- 
quences of old Sol's benignity wero that the 
lair ground was crowded throughout the 
afternoon with the " beauty and fashion " of 
our lovely town, and that every article on 
exhibition showed to good advantage. Most 
of the visitors wero new-comeis from Eng- 
land, who inspected with curious, and, we 
make no doubt, with wonder-stricken eyes, 
the monstrous specimens of Vancouver 
Island agricultural and horticultural produc- 
tion which were placed on exhibition. In 
quantity, the show was far behind that of 
last year; but in quality, there was not the 
first sign of a decline— the specimens of 
garden and field growth being ahead, if 
anything, of those shown in 1861. The 
late bad weather hail something to do with 
the paucity in the number of Exhibitors. 
The rains prevented many from sending 
their articles in time from outlying districts, 
who, under any other ciruuutslaiices, would 
have been but too happy to have contributed 
their quota towards the show. Then again, 
lust winter proved disastrous to the bulk of 
the Island farmers, ami lew in consequence 
find the heart to taku pait in yesterday's 
Exhibition, and many staid away from town 
altogether, because they did not wish to be 
reminded of past losses by the sight ol the 
stock on exhibition. Taken all in all, wo 
must pronounce the Exhibition a great suc- 
cess. The Committee and their Secretary, 
Mr. Pidwell, were hard at work for weeks 
drumming at the fanners and gardeners to 
bring forward their articles, and the conse- 
quence is that a show o pruduce which in 
quality would have been oroditable to any 
qunrter of the globo, and is doubly so to us 
when the inauspicious circumstances under 
which the- Society staggered are taken into 
consideration, was made. 

Among the animals on exhibition were two 
noble lookiug stullioos, owned respectively by 
Mr. John Tarkcr and .Mr. W . Pluskett. They 
were both beautiful animals, and attracted a 
great deal of attention from the visitors. Mr. 
Parker's took the first pri/.o and Mr. I'las- 
kett'a the second. Several specimens ol swine 
were shown ; one monster barrow weighed 500 
pounds, a sow 350 pounds, and a banow that 
would have dressed probably .100 pounds, fool- 
ishly died just as ho reached the exhibition 
ground. Mr. Sprout showed n young Berk- 
shire boar, brought by the Thames from Eng- 
land: Mr. McKeuzic, or Orriigflower, took 
prizes for gimtners and lambs, aud John 
Tod carried oil' the first prize for ewes. A. C. 
Andersou was awarded the first prize for work- 
oxen, and Mayor Harris the first prize for a 
brood marc and colt. Ueo. Harvey, ol Up- 
land, exhibited a live-year old mare, fin foul J 
which was awarded the Urst prize. Mr. Har- 
vey was also awarded the first prize for two- 
year old bulls— the otic showu bv him b;iug 
of the Sussex breed, and the finest on the 
Island. This line fellow curried off the first 
prize for one year old hulls hist year, and has 
grown so during the twelve mouths as to be 
hardly recognizable by old acquaintances. Mr. 
Decks of Saanieh, bore ofl the first prize for 
a four-year old bull, which attracted much at- 
tention and drew forth admiring remarks from 
all beholders. Mr. Ogilvie exhibited one 
hive of honey bees raised on his farm, and was 
awarded the prize. ]) r . Tolmie took the first 
prize for the best cow ; aud also, for the best 
one-year and three-year old heifers. The poul- 
try show was slim— two pairs of unfortunate 
shaughaes and a pair of Muscovy ducks were 
all that occupied the coops Mrs. Blinkborn's 
eggs were large, and received the first prize, 
aud the Governor's Muscovy ducks were equal- 
ly fortunate. 

Specimens of leather, tanned by Messrs. 
Hartley St Burnett across Hock Bay bridge, 
came in yesterday, but too late to draw a 
prize. The specimens consisted of calfskin 
and apnrajo leather, aud sheepskin, and were 
prouounced excellent. H. <fc B. are tanning 
daily, and find a ready market in town for 
ail the leathei they can make. 

Messrs. Bunting & Dodge exhibited a 
largo spring-cart, manufactured at their 
wheelwright establishment on Yates street, 
a* well built as any vehicle ever imported 
to this Colony. It deservedly took the prize. 
Cameron & Co., wheelwrights, Cormorant 
streot, were awarded the first prize for a 
iurnber-wagon of tlielrown manufacture, and 
Duck & Co.'s two wagons of the same de- 
scription were honorably mentioned. A 
.straw-cutter from England, made at Man- 
chester in 1852, took a prize — but why? is a 
puzzling query to answer. 

Of ctreals, there was a goodly display. 
iSamples of wheat weighing 65 pouuds to thu 
bushel were shown by Mr. McKeuzie and Dr. 
Tolmie, and took prizes, (loo. Deans had 
ulso some excellent wheat ou the tables, and 
his barley was awarded the first pri/.e. Dr. 
Tolmie was in good luck with most of the 
cereals sent in by him, as he drew the first 
prize in nearly every instance, and with the 
best truss of hay he was in equal good luck. 
Oats were shown that weighed 44 pounds to 
the bushel. 

The vegetable kingdom sent numerous repfe- 
icntatives to the fair, and mammoth turnips, 
tomatoes, cabbages, beets, nianglewortzle, rape, 
&c , were arranged on the tables. Some of 
ihc turnips were largo enough for the muck a- 
muck wants of a family of six for an entire 
week ; and ihe beets (to make use ol a worn-out 
pun J can't he heat ou this side of the conti- 
nent. Cabbages, two of which would make a 
good, load for an adult, were shown by Mr. 
Dupont, of Cudboro Day road, whoso display 
of celery aud fruit was also very good. Mr. 
ShOpbaul of the flank of B. N. A., exhibited 
large Holland pippins and pears grown in his 
gurden on three-year old trees ; also nutmegs, 
musk-melons, and a beautiful boquet of lluwers 
arranged by Mr. Dcchento. Dr. Uolmckon 
curried off the first prize for pears The Gov- 
ernor's savoys; Mr. Good's potutout and onions, 
und Mr. ' Anderson's Jerusalem artichokes, 
drew prizes. 

Thn exhibition continued until half-past 
four o'clock, when the work of removing the 
live stock, vegetables, Sic., commenced, and 
in a short timo the grounds wore stripped. 
A band of amateur musicians discoursed de- 
lightful music during the day and added to 
the general enjoyment. In tiio evening a 
dinner, to which about sixty guests sat down, 
wn given at the French I&tel.

A Russian Military Conspiracy. 

M. Louis Mickiewiez, a well-known Pol- 
ish exile, communicates to the Opinion A'«- 
tionalc some very interesting particulars 
illustrating thn feeling which prevails among 
the Russian troops in Poland. They are 
extracted from a Warsaw letter . 

" Wo arc in the midst of a vast military 
conspiracy. Some time aijo General dim- 
led' summoned the olficors of two regiments 
whom lie supposed to be disaffected. ' I 
know,' ho .said, ' there is a conspiracy amonj 
you. 1 havo not the names yet, but as soon 
as 1 get them I will treat you not like men, 
but like hounds.' The officers, incensed at 
this language, immediately went to their 
respective colonels, and insisted that, ns 
representing the regiments, they siiiuld call 
on the general for satisfaction. Chruleir 
merely replied that they should send up a 
deputation, and he would give the delegates 
the explanation they required. Accordingly 
in each of the two corps a private, a non- 
commissioned officer, and an officer were 
selected. The deputation proceeded to 
Chrulefl's residence, but, instead of being 
received, were immediately arrested, tried 
by court-martial, and sentenced to death. 
Luders applied for instructions to St. Peters- 
burgh by telegraph. Tho Emperor replied— 
' You have full powers.' Whereupon Luders 
confirmed the sentence. He was -warned 
that he was doomed to die if it were carried 
out. Tho order was nevertheless givon, 
and the six men were shot in the citadel at 
six in the morning. At eleven, Luders' jaw 
was shattered by a pistol shot The attempt 
took place in the Haxony Gardens, before 
the whole town, but the assassin was neither 
recognized nor arrested. All that is known 
is thai he is a Russian officer in plain 
clothes, Luders is very badly wounded: the 
bullet went through the neck and out at the 
jaw, breaking two teeth. He is paralysed, 
has lost the power of speeoh, and is not ox- 
peeled to survive. The two regiments wcra 
sent oil' to Modlin. In marching through 
VVarsaw to the railway station they frater- 
nised with the people, showering curses on 
the Russian government. Jt is said a list 
has been formed, which includes tho name 
of Luders, for having confirmed the sontenoo, 
and Kryz.inowski, Chruleff, and Meachele- 
wiox, as members of the court-martial. Ohm- 
led" is quite as much detested by the popu- 
lation as Krysunowskoi. It was he who or- 
dered thu massacre as cotu mander-in-chief 
in 18(31, Wielopolski is unpopular: so far 
from the state of seigo being raised, he has 
doubled the arrests. As for the Grand Ihiko 
Constantino, the Warsovians will no more 
have htm than tho Milanese would have 
Archduke Ferdinand Maximilian." 

Taxes ui'ON Drinking. — Tho finance ac- 
counts of the British Government show thai 
in the financial year 18G1-2 the tax upon 
spirits produced X 111, 007,600, upon wine 
£1,101,47.3, upon mall and hops £6,191,156, 
making £19, 063,231 in all. Another £ 1,000,- 
000 may be added for the license dulies 
upon those who manufacture or sell spirits, 
wine and beer. On tea, coffee, chicory, 
cocoa and chocolate, the taxation of the year 
amounted to £G,993,252. Considerably 
moro than a third of tho public income was 
derived from taxation upon beverages. 

Silk vs. Cotton.— They havo got a now 
substitute for cotton under treatment up in 
Canada — a silk plant found in the Rocky 
Mountain, aud capable of being grown in a 
cold climate. Its iibre is said to bo longer 
and finer than that of tho cotton plant, and 
of a gloss, no silk or cotton can match. If 
the monopoly of clothing tho world can bo 
gireu to free instead of slave labor, it will be 
iifgreat thing forhumatiity. 



Farther Point, August 2#lh. — By the 
steamer Hibernian, v/hich passed this point 
this morning, wo have received the follow- 
ing interesting letter written by Karl Russell 
in reply to a dispatch from Seward : 

Fore ion Office"! London, July 26. — Sir : 
I have left hnrclofoie unanswered and un- 
noticed the dispatch of Mr. Reward, which 
Mr. Adams delivered more ili'an a month 
ago. 

I have done so partially because the mili- 
tary events referred to "in it wero, in the 
opinion of Her Majesty's Government, far 
from being decisive, and partly because 
there was no proposal in it upon which hci 
Majesty's (iuvurninont was e.illcd upon to 
come to any conclusion. 

Events subsequent to the date of Mr. 
.Seward's letter have showu Her Majesty's 
Government, in its opinion on the first of 
these points, was not mistaken. Victories 
have been gained; reverses havo followed. 
Positions havo been gained in tho near 
neighborhood of tho Capitol of the Confed- 
erates, and these positions have been again 
abandoned. These events have been accom- 
panied by great lo's of life in batllo and in 
the hospitals, while such measures as the 
Confiscation Rill have passed through both 
Houses of Congress, and, with ihe proclama- 
tions of General Outlier at New Orleans, 
bear evidence of ihe increasing bitterness of 
the strife. 

Tho approach of a servile war, so much 
insisted upon by Mr. Seward in his dispatch, 
only forewarns us that another element of 
destruction may bo added to tin* loss of 
propcity and waste of industry which al- 
ready tiflllots the country so lately prosper- 
ous and tranquil. Nor on the other point to 
which 1 adverted havo I now anything to 
say. From the moment that ihe intelligence 
first reached this country ttmt nino State* 
and several millions of inhabitants of the 
great American Union had seceded and 
made war on the Government of President 
Lincoln down to the present lime, her Ma- 
jesty's Government has pursued a friendly, 
open and consistent course. They have been 
neutral between the two p.ulies to a civil 
war; neither the loss of raw material of 
manufactures, so necessary to a great por- 
tion of our people, or insults constantly 
heaped upon ihe British name in speeches 
and newspapers, nor the rigor beyond Uio 
usual practice ol nations with which the 
Queen's subjects, attempting id break loose 
from the blockading of the Southern ports 
have been treated, have induced her Majes- 
ty's Government to sweive ono inch from 
(he impartial neutrality. 

Al this moment, wo have nothing moro at 
heart than to sea that consummation which 
the President speaks of in Ilia answer to tho 
Governors of eighteen Staler, namely, the 
bringing of this unnecessary and injurious 
war to a speedy and satisfactory conclusion. 

An to the cotirso of opinion in Ih'u coun- 
try, the President is aware llmt perfect free- 
dom to common! upon all puhhc events, is 
iu this country tho invnriabln practice, •auc- 
tioned by low and approved by thu universal 
sense ol the nation.

A Socialist's Day-Drbim. — A trial 
of certain conspirators in Franca for secret 
meetings and political agitatisn, has recent- 
ly taken plac«. On the 8th, there was road, 
in court, an amusing document, the work of 
one Vessel. It is heaiied by the words, 
"What we will havo and vrhal wo will not 
have," and then goes ou to say that there is 
to be neither empiro nor emperor : no dis- 
tinction of classes ol rich and poor, oi of 
masters and servants ; that the gland human 
family was not to be divided; that there is 
lo be no standing army, coriupl judges, or 
purchased advocates. Parliamentarism is to 
bo done away with. The present regime is 
to bo abolished, and replaced by a democra- 
tic and social republic, with organization of 
labor and pensions lor the old and infirm. 
All taxes, cither direct or indirect, arc to b« 
abolished, as well as the whole of the pub- 
lic debt. There is lo be a dictatorship with 
the people always armed ; also, liberty of 
tho press; right of meeting, ol coalition, and 
association ; universal suffrages without any 
other condition than being of age ; equality 
betweon man ami women ; tribunals under 
judges of integrity are to act gratiluonily ; 
all undertakings now organized by com- 
panies are lo belong lo the State, as well ns 
nil machinery and instruments of labor. All 
tho com produced is to be tho propeity ol 
the state, and the price of bread is to be uni- 
form throughout the whole country, and fix- 
• d every yaar after the harvest. Tho elate 
is lo supply working associations gratuitous- 
ly, with all their implements; and indi- 
viduals who prefer working isolated, a>o to 
receive gratuitously the raw materials and 
tools they may require. Tim state is lo 
cre«te industrial and agricultural baic.\r« for 
the sale of productions. '1 he price of labor 
in manufactories is not to bo less ttisn If. an 
hour. All public functions are to ba fillod 
up by competition and election. Rents 
throughout tho whole of France aro to be 
gratis for those now estimated al 4001. ; those 
from 400f. to 1800f. aio to be reduced one- 
half, and ihoia from 18001'. to 2100,'. on* 
fourth. All dwellings pronounced to be un- 
wholesome by a committee of public health 
uro to bo destroyed, and the proprietors of 
such housas are to pay an indemnity t* tint 
tenants for their removal. All the pledges 
in the Monte de Pielc are to be restored lo 
Ihoir owners. As regards successions, the 
state is to be tho solo inheritor, the whole 
revolution to be dimmed up iu three acts — 
organization ol labor, general instruction, and 
pensions for tho infirm and aged. The con- 
sequence will bo the complete destruction of 
all privileges. Physicians and phiirmocians 
are io bu public agents ; their u It ■ 1 1 ti on to 
be given to ull gratuitously. 

WlTCllfcs in H I'.vu art. — A letter writer 
says : '-A few days since, a farmer, residing 
in the commune of Bazas, denounced his 
daughter-in-law as a witch, and said that it 
was she who had for so long a time prevented 
rain from falling. Ho moreover «llirmeil 
thai for several months sins had neither 
eaten, drank, or slept, and that whenever a 
cloud appeared iu the rky .-.lie went out into 
the court-yard and made a jesturo with hor 
hand by which sho drew down the moisture 
to herself, and so could do without drink. In 
consequence of the denunciation, ihc author- 
ities had the woman examined by twu mid- 
wivos, who found on her body a witch's mark 
of all the colors of tho rainbow. She was 
then told that she must .submit to be cautur- 
ised, and if not tho pooplc of tho commune 
would bum her on a pile of thorns. The un- 
fortunate woman was compelled to allow 
herself to bo cauterised by her own aunt, 
with red-hot silver coin and with tho help of 
a church key. Two days after Providence 
sent us a good fall of rain, but there was also 
hail, which damaged the coin. That aross, 
according to tho people of tho village, from 
the witchcraft not being properly cured by 
Iho cauterisation ! r Will not tho superior 
authorities at last interfeio lo protect the 
poor woman from the fanaticism of super- 
stition V 



GfUtMAN GaMBUSO Jlot'HEfl. — M. Beiiazot is 
Iho sole farmer of the Baden Bank ; nobody 
except one ol his nearest relatives has a share 
in the undertaking. Hence he is not respon- 
sible to any shareholder, like the directors of 
Hotnbpurg Weisbaden, and Nanbeim. -\s 
sole director, M. Renazet can act ns lie pleSsai, 
more arbitrarily than the Grand Huke of Ba- 
den iu his hind ; and so far the French jour- 
nalists may bo right when they christen him 
" lo lloi do Hade." As an educated French 
man be has understood that the modern ele- 
gant world will put up with anything, if it be 
otlered with a proper varnish of 'decorum — and 
no one better understands the preparation of 
this varnish than M- Bcbasset; save perhaps, a 
slill higher gentleman in France. While the 
other farmers bring gambling into the fore- 
ground, and regard, the other oiniifotneuts as 
accessories, lie follows the exactly opposite 
system, and his calculation is the correct one. 
Mam persons occupying a certain position 
in society, are ashamed to be seen so often 
at a "ambling table in Hombourg orWiesbaden, 
or will not remain at places where the whole 
of the Cursaal in devoted to gambling. As 
the Baden Hank, moreover, oflers no advunt- 
Ogcs, systematic players keep aloof, and pro- 
fessional gamblers do not come, so that the 
society at the tables is indubitably more re- 
spectable. You see no repulsive faces ; no 
combinations of two or three players with piles 
nf gold before them, who, with their calcula- 
tions, constitute the most unpleasant of neigh 
bors. The great gentlemen can amuse them- 
selves with far greater comfort al the table, 
and noble Frenchmen and Russiuns collect 
hero oi preference, and ol course the bankers 
and rich persons, whose great object it is lo 
display themselves in fashionable society, annuj 
ally flock to Budcil. 1 musl also mention that 
the maximum or highest stake allowed at Ua- 
don is GOOO francs, 2500 less than at Wiesba- 
den, und 6500 less than at Hombourg. We 
see, therefore, that everything is arranged at 
Baden ou a more substantial basis, and it is 
in this external respectability that the great 
danger exists. The more vice shows itself in 
its natural form, the less can it attract : not 
because morality generally revolts against it, 
but because our sense of the beautiful is in- 
sulted, and the fancy can no longer be worked 
upon.— St. James' Mtiytizmt. 

Shocking Mtrukr in France. — A hor- 
rible ease of murder and attempted viola- 
tion has just occurred in the south of France, 
at Baslide, near Nimcs. Ou July -l, a woman 
mimed Seve, accompanied by her two 
daughters, went into the fields lo cut grass 
for her cows. One ol the daughters, named 
Elizabeth, a girl of sixteen, being tired, to- 
wards the afternoon, laid down to sleep on a 
heap of the grass which had been cut. An 
itinerant locksmith named Liquier, who 
was passing by, ivas attracted by tho beamy 
ot the sleeping girl, thought her an easy 
prey, and attacked her. She awoke sud- 
denly and resisted, whereupon ho slabbed 
her wiih a knife, and the wound proved 
mortal. The cries of the victim brought the 
mother and others to Ihe spot, and the as- 
sassin was at onoo arrested. 

Curious Theatrical Entkhtainmknt. — A 
curious theatrical advertisement has lately ap- 
peared at Naples, announcing that after being 
closed for Ihe long period of 1800 years, the 
Pompeii Theatre, rebuilt ou the ruins of the 
ancient establishment, will be opened with 
" Lu Figlia del Regimento." The speculative 
manager adds in his quaint bill that he trusts 
that ihc favor Hud patronage which were lib- 
erally accorded to his predecessor, Marcus 
Quiulius Martins, will bu continued to him, 
and that, ho proposes doing all iu his power to 
equal and it possible surpass the abilities dis- 
played by Signer Murlius during his manage- 
ment. 

The Signs ov Drunkenness. — Kvcry one of 
the signs of drunkenness is a sign of depres- 
sion ; first of all the face becomes unusually 
Hushed, and the movements of the eyes un- 
steady ; that is to suy tbo muscular coats of 
tho blood-vessels of the face arc paralysed, und 
that the muscles of the eyeballs aro paralysed ; 
then the speech becomes thick — that means 
that the tongue is getting palsied. Later the 
muscles of tho trunk and limbs get paralysed 
loo, and the drinker cunnot walk nor sit up- 
right, but sprawls upon the ground ; and, at 
last, if the dose of alcohol have been very large 
indeed, the muscles of the breathing get par- 
alysed, and death results. Tbo power of per- 
ceiving sensations, too, is uniformly and pro- 
gressively lessened from the moment that in- 
toxication begins, and the effects upon the 
r.iind are wholly ol a paralysing kind. First 
of all the drunkard loses the power of coherent 
reasoning ; then obliteration of ideas of times, 
and space, and locality ensues.
